REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

These comments are made in addition to the remarks in Applicant's specification 
and arguments, concerning the manner in which the invention distinguishes from the art 
discussed therein. The Examiner notes that the prior art does not disclose or suggest 
the claimed combination including particularly a method of deriving a function for 
classifying currency items including the steps of processing training data vectors 
corresponding to features of a plurality of currency items, forming a subset of training 
data vectors used as a basis to reconstruct any vector in a feature space, and deriving a 
support vector machine function involving a plurality of support vectors from the 
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reconstructed training data vectors. The prior art lacks this structure or anything 
equivalent to it.
